"The downfall of the policy of Canovas 


was absolutely necessary to Cuban inde- 
poudence. How betler could it have been 
overthrown than by the death of tbe 
arch villian'-- Weyler will find no other 
master who will hold him guiltless for the 
atrocious acts sanctioned by Canovas del 
f'astillo. 
The end of Canovas has come. 


The end of Weyler will soon follow. 


"tt'o have assurance from Washington 


that all is well with our cause, and the 
blow In our favor will bo struck within 
six months. When that blow is struck 
Spam will retire from Cuba.

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SORTING THE RUBBISH. 


How the Off-Castings of a Great 


City Are .Disposed O£ 


It Ii,a Jfovel School—Roc«, Botr 


Tin CniiM and Even Dead Call, 


Are All Turned Into 


Money.

New York.—There is a school—the 


first of its kind, and a very queer sort 
of school it is—on Seventeenth street 
near Avenue C. It is teaching, by ob- 
ject lessons, the value of trifle*. It is 
one of the most interesting schools I 
have ever seen. 


Years ago, when people liad old boots, 


waste paper and tiu cans to dispose of, 
they threw them with cheerful unanim- 
ity into the ash barrel. In those days 
a firm of contractors paid the city 
875,000 or $S3,000 a year for the privi- 
lege of sorting over the ashes, rub- 
bish and street sweepings of the docks 
where the unsightly mass was dumped 
—"trimming the scows" they called, it. 


Then came Col. Warhig, abused, as 


much at first as he has since been 
praised:, to ;ict as street cleaning com- 
missioner, with jiew-fa::gled notions 
about gelling things done. By and by, 
when the department had been made 
to understand that the way to o!eac 
streets was. to clean them, instead of 
not cleaning them, the doughty colonel 
began to fig-are on the value of the rub- 
bish, or rather of the things thrown 
away by the housekeepers of a great 
city. It occurred to him that if con- 
tractors could afford to pay a lot of 
money for the privilege of picking over 
rubbish by hand, the city might as well 
get a bigger profit by doing the work 
in a les.s wasteful way. So he had, as 
the first step, the 
collecting carts 


gather miscellaneous house and store 
rubbish .separate from ashes and gar- 
bage. And next he, built the sorting 
plant on Seventeenth street, which has 
only recently been completed, for the 
purpose of preparing what is salable 


rags are baled in great oblong bales by 
themselves and bound with wire. There 
are other bales of cotton and linen rags, 
of newspepers, of manila paper, of 
pasteboard rubbish and broken boxes, 
all ready to be sold to the greatest ad- 
' \antage. 


, 
The bottles godnto a big bin by them- 


selves, and there are always cart- 
loads of them being taken away to be 
sold, the Doctor of Bottles having, classi- 
fied them by size and character for 
greater convenience in selling. 
The 


shoes' repose by thousands in another 
bin, and they have 'their use in the 
world, probably to cover the feet of 
poorer wearers. The tin cans occupy 
another commodious bin. Their pur- 
chasers subject them first to heat to 
melt off the valuable solder, which is 
cast into cakes and resold. The tin 
plate left is made into sash weights or 
other low grade metal articles. There 
must be considerable profit in melting 
the solder off old cans in quantities be- 
cause the same process has long fur- 
nished a poor living at the dumps to- 
more than one queer character who did 
his melting and easting with the rudest 
of appliances. 


Of course the paper waste goes back 


to the mill to be turned again into mer- 
chantable paper, the wrapping and 
printing papers being kept separate, 
throughout the process. What becomes 
of the cotton waste I do not know. The 
woolen rags are made into shoddy, a 
substance probably abused beyond its 
deserts. 


There are left a host of miscellaneous 


items—battered tea kettles, bits of 
board fit for kindling's, boilers, lamp 
bodies, broom handles, broken bicycle 
fittings; an omnium gatherum of the 
most diverse things. Most of these have 
their uses, for rubbish is, after all, only 
another name for articles which some 
one else would appreciate more than the 
present owner. 


Contractors still compete for the priv- 


ilege of trimming the city's ashes, but 
the pickings are not what they were 
when the ash barrel's hospitality was 
more generous. In the old days, which 
are not yet past, though passing, whole 


for sale and burning the rest. If it is 
as successful as it bids fuir to be, .sim- 
ilar ones will be built in different parts 
of the city, to dispose of all its waste. 


The works are a huddle of sheds and 


an engine house of corrugated iron, all 
gathered within a high fence. The en- 
gine furnishes the necessary power 
and also helps in disposing of the linal 
waste, as will be seen. The sheds store 
the products and shelter the workers. 


When a cart dtimps a load of rubbish 


upon a similar heap at the sorting 
plant, a man stands near by with a 
pitchfork with which he throws it into 
a sort of long trough, whose sides are 
vertical boards about ten inches high, 
merely to hold the contents, and whose 
bottom is a wide band of felt, or possi- 
bly leather with roughened surface, 
moving slowly as an endless belt and 
carrying the waste along upon it. This 
trough rises at first, then runs level at 
about waist, height for 
perhaps 40 


feet. On either side stand or sit eight 
or ten men and women. They are all 
specialists; they might receive titles 
such as "R. M.—Master of Bags," or 
"B. D.—Doctor of Bottles." Each looks 
sharply after one thing. One picks out 
of Vhe moving mass manila paper, an- 
other old newspapers, another scraps of 
tin. By the time the stream of rubbish 
has passed the last expert, there is 
nothing left but tiny scraps. Ilorc the 
band of felt dives into a pit on its re- 
turn trip underneath and out of sight, 
and <a similar but shorter band t-.ikos 
up the work. Between the two bands 
small stones and other heavy objects 
drop into the pit. The second bund car- 
ries the remnant up a steep slope; rii.d 
finally, at the top, the scraps of torn- 
up love letters, the rejected poeir.s ;m;I 
bits of cards too small to save full into 
the blazing furnace, keeping it at such 
furious heat that there is always v.'nstc 
Bteam pouring- in a white, feathery 
iloud from the escape pipe. The niter 
rubbish which reaches the fire thus fur- 
nishes all the steam needed to run the 
machinery; the ijity might even sell 
the power that now goes to waste. The 
furnace is no nuisance; the waste is so 
thoroughly consumed that no black 
smoke escapes from the tall iron smoke- 
stack. All around'are commercial chim- 
neys belching thick smoke, but above 
Col. 
Waring's chimney hovers only a 


thin, fleecy iilm. nearly white. 


EcEiues the sort!;)!? belts -the engine 


runs a baling machine similar to a 
cotton or hay press. In this -the woolen 


families of pickers lived in the 
fetid 


atmosphere 
under 
and about 
the 


wharves where the refuse was sorted. 
At each whiirf a snow lay with its stink- 
ing contents exposed to the sun until 
enough carl loads had been dumped in 
it to send it out f u l l Indcn to sea. The 
process mi^-ht take t\vo or three days, 
and meamvhik' the noses of the neigh- 
bors grew rctroiHiKc from never ended 
aspiration after purer air. It's different 
now. At the Seventeenth street dock 
adjoining the stabic of the street clean- 
ing department, which is near the sort- 
ing plant, stands a huge structure of 
iron and steel whose sole function is to 
load the scows. The carts dump their 
contents at the foot of a steep slope up 
which travels an endless chain bearing 
a succession of iron buckets. Along the 
top are rows of compartments like coal 
pockets, into which the refusal falls, 
there to be secluded until there is a 
boatload on hand. The loading) is done 
by gravity. A half a dozen pockets can 
be chutccl at once into the scow. She 
is then moved rlong to receive the con- 
tents of the rest, and in an hour may 
be bounding out to sea, like a thing of 
life and beauty, gently guided and as- 
sisted by a pug-ncsed tug. 


And what is most remarkable is that 


nil this is so easy and natural and ob- 
vious that one can't help wondering 
why it was not all done 20 years ago. 
But it takes g-enius to think of the ob- 
vious things.

Uniform Divorce Laws. 


John C. Ribberg, of Chicago, as chair- 


man of the committee appointed for that 
parpose has drafted a uniform divorce bill, 
which it is proposed to bave adopted in 
all the states o! tbe union by tbe legisla- 
tures. This draft will be submitted to 
the national bar association now in sea 
elan. If tbe association approves of it 
the members will urge Its adoption by 
their different 
state legislatures. Ths 


bill is modeled after tbe divorce law in 
force in the District of Columbia, which, 
of necessity, was drawn by committees of 
congress which 
represents t'ae entire 


country. 


Tbe bill provides In brief tbat no person 


shall be entitled to a divorce who has not 
resided in tbe state two years before bring- 
ing suit, nor unless tbe defendant snail 
have been personally served within the 
state or shall bave voluntarily appeared 
in snob action. 
No divorce shall affect 


tbe legitimacy of children of such mar 
rlage, except where it shall be declared 
yold because of a prior marriage. 
Tbe 


proceedings shall be had In tbe county 
where the complainant resides, but pro- 
cess may be directed to any county in tbe 
state. If It shall appear to the court tbat 
tbe defendant is non-resident at tbe time 
of application for divorce, and tbat tbe 
cause of action arose while tbe defendant 
wag domiciled in the state and tbe defend- 
ant has been absent) from the state for a 
year after the return of one summons, tbe 
court may authorize notice of the suit by 
publication.

The court shall make 
an allowance to any woman suing for di- 
vorce who is poor and unable to pay tho 
expense of the suit. The court may re- 
quire tbe husband to pay to tbe wife 
money for her support cluricg 1he rpnd- 
ency of a suit, and to maintain or defend 
ber suit, and may also enforce tbe pay- 
ment of alimony. Tbe court may allow a 
divorced woman to resume her maiden 
name or tbat of any former husband. 
Tbe court may compel tbe conveyance oi 
property after a divorce by either party, 
when it appears tbat such property be- 
longs to tbo other. 
Wben a marriage is 


dissolved either party will have the right 
to marry again.

Tides a fine of not loss than $100 nor more 
than 81000 and imprisonment of not more 
than one year nor less than three months, 
or both, for anybody who publishes in 
any way notice of any kind with intent 
to procure or aid in procuring any divorce.

CURIOSITIES OF DRAFT. 


How Fire Purifier) Air and tlie Waj 


Mines Are \ontilateil. 


A curious piece of apparatus used by 


Prof. John F. \Voodliull, of tho -New 
York teachers' college, to illustrate the 
principle of ventilation consists of two 
lamp chimneys, a tallow caudle and the 
lid of a pasteboard box. The box lid 
has two holes cut in it a few inches 
apart. 
The holes are a trifle bigger 


than the tallow candle. 
The caudle 


stands in one hole, tfce lamp chimneys 
stand one over each hole. The object 
is to show how thedraftof any burring 
substance can be made to get rid of un- 
pleasant odors, foul air, etc. Tbe candle 
is lighted and burns in the chimney 
which incloses it. If a lighted match is 
held at the mouth, of the other chimney 
the smoke from it vv ill immediately flow 
down the tube and tip tiie chimnufy in 
which the cand)e is burning. This is 
because the lighted candle gets its draft 
through the other chimney and the air 
rushing down one and up the other car- 
ries the smoke from the match along 
with it. The reason the air 4ces tllis 
is because the lieut of the candle flame 
expands the air in the one chimney and 
forces it upward. The-atmosphere, in 
order to even matters, supplies more by 
way of the only channel left open to it. 


Now, a coal mine is freed irom its 


foul air and new fresh air is drawn into 
it in exactly the same \vny. The en- 
trance to some mines are coinparatne- 
ly small, when the larg-e excavations 
beneath the surface are taken into con- 
sideration. 
The- air in the mine easily 


becomes foul, and soon becomes unfit 
for human beings to breathe if some 
ventilation is not secured. It is only 
necessary to haie two shafts and to 
build a fire at the entrance of one of 
them in order to. secure the desired re- 
sult. If the fire is made to g-et its draft 
down one shaft and up the other, as in 
the ease of the lamp chimneys, all of the 
foul ah- will be drawn out of the mine 
and a, corresponding- quantity of fresh 
air will be drawn in. The dangers of 
explosions of fire damp will also be 
averted, inasmuch as this deadly gas is

drawn out and dissipated before it can 
collect in sufficient quantity to do dam- 
age. 
Of course there are mechanical 


fontrhances lor drawing bad air out 
oC mines, but they are not mare efficient 
than a simple furnace at the entrance 
of a shaft. A striking- example of the 
\aliic of a fire for the purpose of getting 
rid of foul edors is afforded in a jail in 
iSTew Castle, Del. 
It seems that the 


jail -Nas built over a se\ver which 
emptied into the river near by. The 
odor from Ihe sewer filled the jail and 
made it a very unhealthy place to live 
in. The nuisance was abated by build- 
ing a furnace and kmokestack in one 
corner of the jail .yard. A hole led clown 
from the furnace to the sow or pipe. 
When the fire was lighted the bad air 
in the pipe was drawn up by the fire 
an-d f-ent out of the stack many feet 
above the jail. 


Something' of: this same nature takes 


place when a Ktorm occurs on n hot day. 
The air in a certain spot becomes heat- 
ed, and in expanding is forced upward, 
drawing- with it a certain amount of 
moist air from the neighborhood Kiir- 
roundinff tho heated-spot. The mois- 
ture in this air rapidly condenses when 
it roaches the cooler stiata above, and, 
turning to water, descends to the earth 
again in the form of a shower.—Theo- 
dore Waters, in Chicago Inter Ocean. 


The Fettoorlc nt Home. 


Tho real home of the peacock or pea- 


fowl is in India. There they were and 
are hunted, and the flesh is used for 
food. As these birds Ihe in the same 
region as the tig-er, peacock-hunting is 
a very dangerous sport. The long train 
of fhe peacock is not it9 tail, as many 
suppose, but is composed of feathers 
which grow out Just above the tail, 
and are called the tail-coverts. Pea- 
cocks have boen known for many hun- 
dred years. They are mentioned in the 
Bible.- Job mentions them, and they are 
mentioned too in I Kings, 10. Hundreds 
pf years ago in Kome many thousand 
peacocksw ere killed for the great feasts 
which the emperors made. The brains 
of the peacock were considered a great 
treat, and many had to be killed for a 
single feast.—S* Nicholas.

The United States is the only country 


in which an oihcial census omits mat- 
ters reJating to the religious belief of 
the inbcbitante. In every 
European 


country, in Canada, South America, 
India and Australia, when a census is 
taken by governmental or local au- 
thority, inquiry is made into the. re- 
lig-ious belief of the inhabitants, and 
the custom is unhersal to ascribe to 
the minor children of a family the re- 
ligious creed of the parents or guard- 
ians. In the United States, however,

if December, with nothusg io eat but 
bread and water, and very little of that.

They 
refiised, upon which the bn-sha's head 
man, with asperity, repeated the order 
Then they walked up to within five 
yards of the prisoner and fired two 
shots into his back. He rolled over, bul 
but was not dead. His borly continue?! 
twitching spasmodically for full five 
minutes, when an order was given to 
dispatch him finally, whereupon one 
of the men walked up to him, placed a 


un close to his heart ami fired. The 


corpse was buried in sacred ground 
All the Moors, c*en the authorities 
basha included, looked upon the pris- 
oner as a martyr. Why, they asked 
should a good Mohammedan die for a 
dog of a Christian? The feeling is uni- 
versal, and if it were not for the lega- 
tions, Europeans would not be verj 
safe.—London Times.

In one class (Table A) tht 
total number of experiments, was 1,510. 
and in the other (Table B) 5.984. Near- 
ly all the latter were inoculation; 
(nia.'le, tnider anaesthetics, upon ro- 
dentsi. with the object, of diagnosing 
rabies. The licensees have been loyal tc 
the spirit of the act, and there were 
only two (uses in which the letter of the 
law wa.- quoted as showing the diflicul- 
tie-s of interpreting the act in. relation 
to inoculation: 


"Tlie tirs.t ease was that of a licensee 


wlio holds a certificate A (dispensing 
w i t h anaesthetics) for the inoculation 
of guinea pigs with tuberculous mat- 
ter. In his aniraal return he reported 
four inoculations (as performed undei 
A), for which an anaesthetic was ad- 
inini<ered. It was necessary to take 
notiei of this, because certificate A is 
neier allowed except for proceedings 
so slialit as to cause no appreciable 
pain. This gentleman lias explained to 
nu that anaesthetics were used because 
it wa« necessary to insure perfect tran- 
qnility while a minute inoision was 
made'in the skin, but that after the re- 
co\ery from the, anaesthetic the ani- 
nulls ne\er afforded any evidence of dis- 
com fort. This being the case, it is pos- 
sible that the experiment might have 
been pei-fonned under the license alone, 
but it clearly could not be allowed-un- 
der certificate A, as used in relation tc 
inoculations. The second case was that 
of a gentleman who holds a license only, 
and who returned four experiments, 
which consisted in the attempt (-which 
tailed) to give ringworm to four mico 
by applying the fungus which is the 
cause of the disease to the backs ol the 
animals by a few bloodless scratches 
without anaesthetics. 
It would be 


cruel, rather than otherwise, to ad- 
minister an anaesthetic for such a pro- 
ceeding. Xo experiment under the li- 
cense alone, however, can be performed 
without an anaesthetic, and the licensee 
lield no certificate enabling him to dis- 
pense with ana-esthetics. It might pos- 
sibly be contended tha* such a pro- 
ceeding is not 'an. experiment calcu- 
lated to give pain' within the meaning 
of the act. This, however, is a question 
which has to be decided by the licensee 
and those who sign, his application, foi 
a license."—N. T. Tgaes.

runaway on West Franklin street neai 
the Christian church, and five of the 
carboys were broken.

value'of the essence, his loss amounted 
to something like $1,500, a total loss 
with no insurance.

viving the incident is that the pun- 
gent odor of the liquid, which heav- 
ily burdened the atmosphere in thai 
•u'cinity for months, still clings to the 
earth where the liquid was spilled, an< 
the neighborhood small boy delights 
iu mystifying the uninformed by pick- 
ing up clods of the earth and calling at 
tent ion to the odor. Occasionally, when 
Hie atmospheric conditions are right 
the odor rises in such quantity as to 
be, noticeable to passers-by.—Elkhar* 
(Ind.) Review.
